PARIS, Sept. 18.—Finland and 
Sweden have agreed to accept the in- 
‘tervention of the League of Nations 
for the settlement of the dispute be- 
tween them as to the possession of 
the Aland Islands lying at the mouth 
of the Gulf of Bothnia, between the 
two countries. A commission will be 
appointed by the executive council of 
the league to investigate the question 
and reach an early decision. 

The acceptance of the council as 
arbitrator is regarded by the meéem- 
bers of the council as a long step 
toward the recognition of the league 


‘by the nations of the world as a me- 
dium for 


the prevention of future 
wars. 
Council Makes Decision. 

The decision of Finland and Swe- 
den to accept the intervention of 
the league was taken at today’s 
meeting of the council, whfch was 
attended by Hijalmar Branting, the 
Swedish Premier, and M. Bnckell, 
the Finnish Foreign Minister.

INDICTED IN COUNTY 


Grand Jury Completes 29 
Days’ Investigation of 
Gambling at Campbell’s 
and Other Places. 


The St. Louis County grand jury 
today reported to the Circuit Court 
at Clayton that at the close of a 29- 
day session it had examined 234 wit- 
nesses and returned 26 indictments. 
The indictments were not returned 
with the report, but it became 
known that the grand jury had voted 
indictments on gambling charges 
against 17 persons, including Tony 
Foley, former manager of Camp- 
bell’s Forest Home. 

An indictment charging William 


Schmidt of Luxemburg, a Deputy 
Sheriff, with Accepting bribes, also 
was reported to ha&ve been voted. 

Two indictments were against 
men named Reis and McNulty, 
charged with operating gambling 
devices at Luxemburg. 

Most of the gambling indictments 
other than that against Foley were 
against operators of minor games 
and devices, including slot machines 
and punch boards. 

Many Unwilling Witnesses. 

The Grand Jury in its report said 
that its investigation of gambling in 
the county was greatly hampered by 
the unwillingness of witnesses to 
testify. Many witnesses stood on 
their constitutional rights and re- 
fused to testify lest they tncrimin- 
ate themselves. The Grand Jury 
recommended that the gambling 
laws be rigidly enforced “because of 
the depraving effect of gambling on 
the community.” 

A special investigation of gam- 
bijng in, St. Louis County was sug- 
gested by Gov.

STOCK DWINDLES 


The whisky stock of the Schneider 
Wholesale Wine and Liquor Co., 911 
Franklin avenue, which 30 days ago, 
following its purchase by five  8t. 
Louls politicians, consisted of 1106 
gallons, today consists of one qucrt. 
This was the discovery ‘of prohibi- 
tion enforcement agents upon com- 
pletion of an inventory. Several 
hundred gallons of gin and rum als 
are missing from the stock. 

As is known, 641 gallons of 
whisky identified from marks as 
from the Schneider stock, were con- 
fiscated by enforcement agents 
Wednesday night at 4910 Rosalie 
Favenue, which is the home of Mich- 
'ael O’Connor, alias Split Conners, an 
/ex-convict. This discovery caused 
enforcement agents to make a check 
of the Schneider stock which now 
shows that 565 gallons, or about half 
the stock, is missing from the only 
place it could be held without viola- 
tion of the Volstead act. The agents 
have no trace of the whisky. 

A controlling interest of the 
shares of the Schneider Company 
was sold about two months ago by 
Frederick J. Mueller, its president,

He de- 
clared the cart came from New 
street, and was driven by a man who 
spoke with a strong Scotch accent. 

Just before 12 o'clock Thursday, 
Serbin said that he and his partner 
were doing business on Broad street 
where the new Stock Exchange ad- 
dition is being built when they were 
ordered away by a man in civilian 
clothes whom they took to be an of- 
ficer. He added that they turned 
their horse around, passed the Mor- 
gan bank and went to the corner of 
Wall and Nassau’ streets, where 
they resumed business. 

‘“‘My wagon was on the right side 
of Wall street, looking toward 
Broad,” he added, “and across the 
street from me was an automobile. 
We began to do a good business with 
the noon crowds. 
sang out to me in a Scotch accent: 
‘Pull your horse up, Buddy.’ I 
looked up at him and his wagon. 

‘He must have come from New 
street, because I was watching the 
cop on Broadway all the time. My 
partner was doing the selling. If he 
came down Wall street I couldn't 
have missed him. When I pulled out 
of the way he went straight down 
Wall street and about a minute later 
I was knocked down and didn’t re- 
member anything until I came to in 
the Broad street hospital.

Driver Dark and Unshaven. 

“The driver was a dark complex- 
ioned, unshaven, wiry man, probably 
35 or 40 years old, and dressed in 
working clothes and a dark cap. He 
seemed to be about 6 feet 6 inches 
tall. He had dark hair.” 

A Stenographer’s Description. 

Miss Rebacca Eppstein, a stenog- 
rapher in a Broadway brokerage 
firm, told the authorities she saw a 
“reddish wagon” of the “open truck” 
type being driven east on Wall street 
containing either boxes or barrels, 
covered with a white powder, and 
that a red flag flew from the rear 
of the vehicle.

He 
also had several post cards, similar 
to those published, ¢ontaining warn- 
ings, predicting a disaster in Wall 
street.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 18.—Two 
hours is almost senatorial iene 
for a political speech, but Gov.

textbooz, to the troubles of Ireland. 
The crowd liked the speech, and on 
two occasions rose to applaud. 

Gov. Cox is.in some respects like 
Hiram Johnson in his method of 
carrying audiences into high pitches 
of enthusiasm bya series of cli- 
maxes. The Democratic nominee 
got most of his applause in the 
first hour of his address, and closed 
with an emotional appeal for the 
League of Nations that brought 
tears to the eyes of men and women, 
touched by references to the soldier 
dead. 

Judging by the effectiveness of 
the Governor’s address with the rel- 
atively small crowd which he faced 
here, one or two of the Democratic 
leaders who have been disposed to 
be lukewarm about the Cox cam- 
paign said afterward that if he'd 
stay in California from now until 
election time and carry his message 
into every community of the State 
he would easily carry the State. 

That, however, is only another 
way of saying two things. First, that 
the Democratic leaders were con- 
vinced that Gov. Cox has a splendid 
array of arguments and handles the 
issues skillfully, and, second, that 
because of a hostile press they fear 
that Cox doctrine will not be widely 
distributed in California and that 
therefore he may not carry the State.

theory which bases success in war on 
a mere artificially created machine 
and that he places first what he 
terms the “divine part,’’ which re- 
sults from man’s action. Although 
he makes no direct comparisons, it 
is easy to see that Germany is re- 
ferred to in his contrast of a pon- 
derous war machine, in which the 
individual is submerged, with an- 
other system which also considers 
man, with his moral, mental and 
physical faculties. War is an art, he 
summarizes, not a mechanical propo- 
sition. 

In reading the book it is of the ut- 
most interest to contrast Foch’s 
teachings with what ,he actually 
practiced and to note the result in 
the late war. 

His chapter on “the economy of 
forces” recalls the ¢arly days of the 
war when, with the bulk of France’s 
army mobilizeé on the eastern fron- 
tier, he met the superior numbers of 
the German hordes as they poured 
through Belgium with a force nu- 
merically able only to slightly check 
the tide. It will be recalled that the 
French fell back step by step, hold- 
ing the invaders long enough for the 
defences near Paris, containing 
abundance of ammunition and sup- 
Plies, to be thoroughly manned. 
Then, with a secure base, the French 
stopped their retrograde movement, 
beat back Von Kluck’s army and 
turned the tide at the very moment 
that Berlin was getting ready to cel- 
ebrate the fall of Paris. Had the 
lecture on economy of troops been 
delivered after the late war instead 
of 11 years before it started, it could 
not have applied more precisely to 
what actually happened in a case of 
emergency. 

In his references to Germany at 
that date, Foch had to be conserva- 
tive. Germany was ostensibly a 
friendly nation, although all Europe 
knew it was building up its vast war 
machine to strike an unexpected 
blow somewhere when te occasion 
was ripe. But Foch did not hesitate 
to discuss the lessons of the Franco- 
Prussian war and to describe to his 
class what Von der Goltz of Prussia 
(who in the late war was instructor 
of the unspeakable Turk in war mat- 
ters) intended when he told the Ger- 
mans what would happen to Alsace 
and Lorraine if France should hap- 
pen to get a three-day start in mo- 
bilization. At the same time, he 
gives full credit to German author- 
ities for military precepts of which 
he approves. Count von Moltke’s 
maxims are quoted approvingly in 
several instances. He agrees with 
the saying of Von Moltke that in 
handling a military problem the mil- 
itary situation must be discovered, 
what is seen must be appreciated, 
what is not seen must be guessed at, 
a decision must be,made quickly 
and action must be taken. with 
vigor. 

He then quotes Von der Goltz, who 
had stated, in a matter-of-fact way, 
that modern wars have become the 
nations’ way of doing business. The 
reader js inclined to insert paren- 
thetically at this point that Germany 
showed rather poor business sense in 
the last struggle. But Foch’'s ideas 
were set years before the war oc 
curred. The Marshal admits that 
wars have been fought for dynastic 
purposes, and that the war of 1870 
was entered into by Napoleon III to 
bolster up a tottering Government. 
When this particular lecture was de- 
livered, the Fashoda difficulty with 
England was still in mind, and this 
is quoted, as well a#examples drawn 
from the Russo-Japanese and Span- 
ish-American wars. 

It is needless to say that the great 
Napoleon's tactics are explained, and 
the supreme skill of the man given 
full credit. Napoleon's maxims are 
quoted at telling times, but these 
have so often appeared in military 
works they do not need repetition | 
here. “Intellectual discipline” is a 
quality that was lacking in the 
French forces in 1870, Foch writes 
in a chapter on that subject. In 
Garibaldi’s campaign he character- 
izes one failure as “mental indisci- 
pline.” 

Chapters of interest in the book in-

clude discussions ‘lowances for the deficfencies of 


guard, on the effect of modern rifle 
fire, on strategical surprises and on 
modern battles.

The text- 
book plan of exposition is followed, 
but each important principle is illus- 
trated by examples, generally based | 
on adjudicated cases to which refer- 
ence is made. There is a group of 
carefully formulated questions in 
each chapter designed to test the 
reader’s ability to make practical 
application of theories. About 75 
forms, more or less standardized, 
add to the usefulness of the book. 
In all there are 614 pages in Judge 
Frey’s work, and this includes an 
unusually complete index. 

The book by Messrs. Moore and 
Houston, both of them professors in 
the school of business and civic ad- 
ministration in the College of the 
City of New York, is a collection of 
over 800 problems in business law. 
each one based upon an actual ad- | 
judicated case. Nearly all the cases 
are selected from the law reports of 
the New York State courts. Thuy 
problems are admirably arranged in 


logical sequence, so as to illustrate |

The Senate Investigating 
Committee has brought out evidence that some of 
the quotas he mentioned as the goal of the National 
Republican Committee were adopted by local com- 
mittees, but the total is yet far short of $15,000,000.

Having not yet proved his previous total, he is whol- 
ly unjustified in adding from $10,000,000 to $15,000,- 
000 to his original charge and on the assumption of 
its truth asking the people to vote for him.

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MOUNTING RENTS. 
Rent advances have been the subject of frequent 
complaint in the People’s Column of the Post-Dis- 
patch for a long time. The grievances may not be 
taken at their face value in all instances, but the 
details given by many of the complainants are fairly 
conclusive proof of profiteering. When, for example, 
the rent of a flat is increased 60 per cent in two years, 
as stated in a recent letter, during which time there 
have been no repairs and no advance in taxes, the 
landlord certainly seems guilty of getting all the 
traffic will bear. 
And there is no indication that rents have reached 
their peak. On the contrary, rents seemingly go up 
with the expiration of every lease. In several apart- 
ment houses, it is reported, tenants whose leases ter- 
minate within 60 or 90 days have been notified of ad- 
vances of from 15 to 30 percent: to be put into effect. 
Where properties at the present scale of rents are 
yielding unprecedented returns, and with prices of 
many essentials declining, with a lower level of liv- 
ing costs in prospect, the whole accompanied by 
wage reductions here and there—in the face of such 
conditions it is impossible to see how a landlord can 
justify still higher rents. 
There are landlorgs, to be sure, who will frankly, 
say they don’t have to justify rent advances. But that 
is a mistake. It is of the same character as the mis- 
take the railroads made in their bitterly regretted 
public-be-damned policy. In consequence we have 
Government supervision of the railroads. If the land- 
lords want Government supervision of their buildings 
they can get it. They will only have to keep on 
charging all the traffic will bear.

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THE ABSURDITY OF IT. 
Now we know what it is when the coal man charges 
$6.50 a ton for screenings that he used to give away 
or sell at 35 to 75 cents a ton. It is “absurdly high.” 
That is what Mayor Kiel called it when he caught 
the coal man raiding the city treasury to the tune of 
$6.60 a ton for screenings. We thought it was some- 
thing worse than that and we might be disposed to 
complain of the Mayor’s amiability of characteriza- 
tion if he had not acted with greater vigor than he 
spoke. He stopped the “absurd” transaction, which 
is the important thing so far as the city treasury is 
concerned. 
To appreciate just how absurd $6.50 a ton for 
screenings is, humble users need only be told that 
this $6.50-a-ton product of the mines is the stuff that 
they call slack when they find it in the cellar where 
the coal ought to be. Householders have been under 
the impression that they get all the slack that there 
is along with their coal, but they are mistaken about 
that. After the coal man has dumped upon the con- 
sumers all the slack that they will bear, he has a great 
deal left. He sifts it out at the mine and calls it 
screenings. This stuff, although virtually a by- 
product or waste product, low in thermal units and 
high in ash content, has advantageous heating and 
power potentiality if bought at a low price, and large 
heating and power plants are adapted to its utiliza- 
tion. But it must be cheap. 
Before the war operators were glad to get anything 
that they could for it. Sometimes they got as much 
as 75 cents a ton. At other times they had to be 
content with 35 cents. And sometimes, when it had 
accumulated in such quantity as to hinder production 
of the lump grades, for which there was a demand at 
profitable prices, they were willing to give it away to 
anybody who would pay the freight. 


‘‘THE BRAND OF OUR FPAMILY.”’ 
Theodore Roosevelt Jr. told an audience at Shert- 
dan, Wyo., that F. D. Roosevelt, Democratic nominee 
for Vice President, “is a maverick—he does not have 
the brand of our family.” 
Now the word maverick is said to have been de 
rived from the name of Col. Samuel Maverick of 
Texas, a cattleman who habitually refrained from 
branding his stock. Its derivative meanings of un- 
complimentary, quality apply to those on whose 
property a maverick is found, but never to the mav- 
erick itself. Indeed, in a district where branding 
is the general rule, the unbranded status is instantly 
recognizable and may take on the character of a dis- 
tinction. 
In politics a good many things lead us to believe 
that the man who does not bear anybody's brand Is 
a man who has an unusual and peculiar appeal for 
the voters. One of the things that contributed to 
the popularity of the late father of Theodore Roose- 
velt Jr. was the belief, not only that he was un- 
branded, but that nobody could put a brand on him. 
To Theodore Roosevelt Jr. it may seem a matter 
of large importance whether or not a man has the 
brand of ‘‘our family,” but he is mistaken in his as 
sumption. We found out long ago that the Roose- 
velt family is an exceedingly numerous one, and 
we are not much interested in its various branches 
and their several degrees of kinship. “Our family” 
may be one of great superiority and merit, but the 
standard is not a safe one to apply in determining 
fitness for leadership. Certainly it is not to be so 
applied as to exclude others who fall without the 
charmed circle of kinship. If there are places where 
the brand of “our family” carries weight, it is hard 
to think of anything that means less in politics. 
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But the least Chairman Hays and his committee 
can do for Bro. Babler is to upholster the stone steps. 
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LOSING THE CHANCE TO VOTE. 

During the registration of the last four days the 
big rush came at night. Shortly after dinner lines 
commenced forming at many of the polling places, 
and the closing hour frequently saw long lines still 
waiting. 
Probably many of the persons in the night lines 
could have registered during the day. If the same 
procrastination prevails on election day, if they 
put off voting till the last minute, many citizens will 
lose. their votes. 
The capacity of the polls is limited, as 1s the ca- 
pacity of election clerks. But the disappointment of 
losing one’s vote may easily be avoided by simply 
going to the polls during the quieter hours of the 
day. Those who can do so should avoid the early 
morning and late hour rush, as a matter of fairness 
to those who are obliged to vote at such times. 
With such co-operation all citizens will be able to 
vote. Without such co-operation thousands of citi- 
zens will be standing in line when the polls close 
Nov. 2. 
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And now Gov. Cox declares the Republicans are 
going to raise $30,000,000. Is the Governor trying to 
persuade Liv Morse to return to tBe Grand Old 
Party? 


A new distinction has come to St. Louis. This 
city has won the esteem of the Rev. Dr. Schupp, 
State. superintendent of the Missouri Anti-Saloon 
League. According to this eminent authority, we 
are “naturally and nominally a law-abiding city,” 
which is “respecting the prohibition laws more firm- 
ly than any other city of. its size in the United 
States.” Wherefore, it is affirmed, that profibition 
js not only a success in St. Louis, but is actually 
“popular.” 
This reversal of judgment on the part of Dr. 
Schupp is, of course, comforting. A little while 
back St. Louis did not enjoy so happy a rating in the 
books of Dr. Schupp and his professional associates 
in the cause. We were a hopelessly wicked com- 
munity, the hosts of evil that stood between Missouri 
and a place in the white map of the states that had 
banished Demon Rum. 

We have reformed. The light of the drouth has 
revealed to us the error of our late besotted ways. 
Acquaintance with the virtues of constitutional and 
statutory denial has ripened into affection. Pro- 
hibition has achieved popularity here, says Dr. 
Schupp. 

Is the good doctor sincere, one wonders, or is the 
skilled diplomatist beguiling us with honeyed words? 
The truth may hypothetically be arrived at. Do you 
suppose that Dr. Schupp is so sure of our regard for 
prohibition as to be willing to submit the question 
to a popular vote? Indorsement of such a referen- 
dum would establish the sincerity of his declaration 
and determine the accuracy of his judgment. But 
how many believe that Dr. Schupp or his co-workers 
would agree to such a test?
